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REPORT  OF  THE 
LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


The  Board  presents  its  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report,  which 
covers  operations  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ended  on  the  31st  March, 
1948. 

During  the  year  all  remcdning  "War-Time"  restrictions  were 
removed,  and  efforts  were  made  to  conduct  business  cn  a  normal 
basis,  despite  the  difficulties  which  were  still  being  experienced 
owing  to  the  inability  of  supply  houses  to  fully  meet  consumer 
demand. 

Financial  Statements  and  A^ppendices  are  incorporated  here¬ 
in,  from  which  the  operations  may  be  more  closely  followed. 

Net  income  of  the  Board  for  the  year  totalled  $9,820,587.50. 
In  addition,  a  sum  of  $150,617.75  was  realized  from  the  sale  of 
Permits,  which  amount  is  not  included  in  the  revenue  of  the  Board, 
but  is  paid  direct  to  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  as  part  of  the 
General  Revenue  of  the  Province. 


LICENSES 

There  was  no  increase  in  the  number  of  Breweries  licensed. 

As  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  31st  December,  1947,  which 
was  the  end  of  the  "License  Year,"  Beer  Licenses  to  the  number 
of  386,  issued  with  respect  to  Hotels,  were  in  effect.  During  the 
License  Year,  however,  465  Licenses  v/ere  issued.  Of  this  number 
75  represented  new  Licenses  issued  with  respect  to  Hotels  which 
had  changed  hands,  owing  to  sale,  three  with  respect  to  Hotels 
destroyed  by  fire  during  the  year,  and  one  v/hich  was  withdrawn 
by  the  Board  and  not  replaced. 

The  Hotels  at  Endiang,  McLennan  and  Whitelaw  were  de¬ 
stroyed  by  fire.  In  each  instance  the  building  was  a  total  loss, 
but  happily,  there  was  np  loss  of  life.  The  incidents,  however, 
should  serve  to  impress  every  person  who  is  connected  in  any 
way  with  the  operation  of  a  Licensed  Hotel  with  the  need  for 
eternal  vigilance  with  respect  to  fire  prevention  precautions,  and 
also  that  every  possible  provision  must  be  made  to  enable  guests 
and  staff  to  leave  the  building  promptly  in  case  of  emergency. 
The  instructions  of  the  Board  and  also  of  the  Provincial  Fire 
Commissioner's  Department  or  other  authority  with  respect  to 
fire  protection  measures  must  be  carried  out  promptly.  The 
Board  will  not  condone  carelessness  in  that  regard. 

During  the  year  it  v^as  found  necessary  to  discipline  eight 
Licensees,  by  way  of  suspension  of  the  Beer  License  issued  to 
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them.  Five  of  these  suspensions  were  imposed  because  the 
Licensee  was  not  conducting  the  premises  in  a  satisfactory  man¬ 
ner,  and  three  for  direct  infractions  of  the  Liquor  Act. 

The  Board  is  deeply  concerned  over  the  continued  numerous 
transfers  of  ownership  of  Licensed  Premises.  Buoyant  revenues 
have  encouraged  a  great  deal  of  speculation  in  Licensed  proper¬ 
ties,  often  by  persons  who  have  had  no  previous  experience  in 
Hotel  operation.  As  the  m.arket  values  of  Hotel  properties  in¬ 
crease,  purchasers  must  expect  additional  demands  by  the  Board 
with  respect  to  furnishings  and  maintenance. 

Despite  a  shortage  of  essential  materials  which  has  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year,  the  progress  with  respect  to  installa¬ 
tion  of  running  water  facilities  in  many  Hotels  in  the  rural  sections 
of  the  Province  has  been  very  encouraging,  and  generally,  there 
has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  accommodations. 

The  Officers  and  Officials  of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association 
have  at  all  times  been  most  helpful  and  co-operative,  and  the 
Board  extends  to  them  its  deep  and  grateful  appreciation. 

The  holders  of  the  58  Club  Licenses  issued  during  the  year 
conducted  their  premises  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Canteen  Licenses  were  issued  with  respect  to  premises  at 
22  locations.  These  premises  are  operated  under  the  direct  con¬ 
trol  of  the  Armed  Forces.  The  Board  found  it  necessary  to  suspend 
the  operation  of  one  of  these  Licenses  for  a  period  of  two  weeks, 
as  the  premises  were  not  being  conducted  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements. 

A  Statement  showing  Licenses  issued  and  penalties  imposed 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  "A.” 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  BEER 

The  volume  of  Beer  handled  by  the  Board  has  again  increased 
materially  during  the  year.  Cash  Sales  to  Licensees  amounted 
to  $15,339,333.34  and  to  Permittees  $5,230,704.05.  The  Board 
maintains  a  very  extensive  supervision  over  the  operation  and 
manufacture  of  Beer  by  the  Breweries  in  the  Province,  and  in 
this  connection.  Dr.  James  A.  Kelso,  the  Provincial  Analyst,  visited 
the  premises  of  all  Breweries  on  frequent  occasions  on  our  behalf 
during  the  year.  Dr.  Kelso  maintains  a  constant  and  detailed 
analysis  of  all  Beers  produced  in  Alberta,  as  well  as  those  pro¬ 
duced  elsewhere,  and  sold  by  the  Board.  In  consequence,  his 
advice  and  assistance  have  been  of  material  value,  not  only  to 
the  Board,  but  also  to  the  Brewing  Industry. 


FLAVORING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES 

Control  of  the  sale  of  Alcoholic  Flavoring  Extracts  and 
Essences  by  licensed  Retailers,  who  may  sell  in  containers  not 
larger  than  Five  Ounces,  has  been  continued.  There  have  been 
very  few  complaints  regarding  illegal  sale,  and  of  1,811  Licenses 
issued,  it  was  only  necessary  for  the  Board  to  withdraw  one 
License. 
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LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Board  is  deeply  appreciative  of  the  co-operation  extend¬ 
ed  by  the  Officers  and  personnel  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police,  as  well  as  by  the  City  and  Municipal  Police  Forces  through¬ 
out  the  Province,  who  are  called  upon  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  The  Liquor  Control  Act.  In  many  instances  we  have  requested 
them  to  conduct  inquiries  and  investigations  on  our  behalf,  and 
although  this  work  is  outside  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  legisla¬ 
tion,  we  have  at  all  times  received  the  utmost  assistance,  for 
which  we  take  pleasure  in  extending  our  grateful  thanks. 


GENERAL  REMARKS—MISCELLANEOUS 


During  the  year  128  Permits  were  cancelled  for  cause,  and 
in  addition,  316  Permits  held  by  persons  interdicted  were  auto¬ 
matically  withdrawn. 

Interdiction  Orders  to  the  number  of  648  were  placed  during 
the  year,  and  the  names  of  408  persons  were  withdrawn.  As  at 
31st  March,  1948,  there  were  1,132  Orders  of  Interdiction  still 
in  effect. 

Individual  Sales  to  holders  of  Permits  totalled  3,360,020  at 
an  average  of  $5.60  for  each  transaction. 

Government  Liquor  Stores  filled  425  Prescriptions  issued  by 
Medical  Practitioners. 

Mail  Order  customers  received  20,413  parcels,  by  express, 
at  a  cost  to  the  Board  for  transportation  of  $7,901.10. 

In  addition  to  these  shipments,  1,798  parcels  were  dispatched 
through  the  mails,  to  points  at  which  an  Express  Company  does 
not  maintain  an  Agency.  Postage  charges  amounting  to  $1,536.73 
were  defrayed  by  the  Board. 

Licensee  customers  made  44,297  purchases  of  Beer  at  the 
Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses. 

The  Board  maintains  its  own  Department  to  handle  and  pre¬ 
pare  entries  for  the  Customs  and  Excise  Bonds.  During  the  period 
under  review  4,329  of  these  entries  were  completed  in  connection 
with  its  operations. 

The  Board  and  the  Alberta  Breweries  paid  to  the  Dominion 
Government  approximately  $8,399,000  during  the  Fiscal  Year 
for  Customs  and  Excise  Duty,  Sales  Tax  and  Taxes  on  Malt. 

Sales  of  Beer  brewed  in  the  Province  reached  a  volume  of 
11,033,000  Imperial  Gallons,  and  in  addition,  some  70,000  Im¬ 
perial  Gallons  of  Eastern  Canadian  and  British  Products  were 
marketed  by  our  Stores.
